Capt. Clinton prided himself on the

Our present system of -branding- 


berries purports

varieties, while as a matter of fact we 
have not distinct varieties in general 
cultivation, and many of the so-called

The Color could be distinguished as

The Form of the berries could be 


easily distinguished as round, oval, 
and long. The round berries should 
be made to include the so-called "Bell- 
berries" that are .large at one end and 
small at the other. These have no 
advantage over the round berries, and 
have always been classed with them 
under the name of "Bell and Cherry.; 


While the true type of oval berry is 
not very extensively grown in Wis- 
consin, it is a form that is very pleas- 
ing to the eye. We have not many 
varieties of this form, that are entirely

be very conveniently indicated by the 
inspector on his record book by figures. 
The figure 2 in the first place at the 
left could be used to represent small 
Size, figure S to represent medium 
Size, and figure 8 to represent large 
Size. 
While berries that were better 
than small, could be represented by 
the fig-lire 3, and berries less than 
medium by the figure 4, and berries 
that were extra large might be re- 
presented by the figure 9. 
In the same way the Color might be 


represented by figures in the second 
plice from the left,—fig-ure 2 meaning- 
berries'of a light color, figure a mean- 
ing berries of medium color, and figure 
8 meaning berries of dark Color. 


The form of the berry could be in- 


dicated by-figures in the third or last 
The figure 2 standing 
for 


round berries, the figure 5 standing 
for oval berries, and the figure 8 for 
lone berries. By using- the figures 2-5 
and 8 to represent the three'degrees of 
any quality it leaves the inspector the 
opportunity to shade the standards as 
each particular case may warrant. 
To illustrate,—When the inspector 


has examined a barrel of berries he 
mieht write down on his record book 
the figures 852, that 
would mean 


lanre berries of medium color and of 
round form; 
While 369 would in- 


dicate oerries better than small, darker 
than medium and extra long- in form. 
In this way a very, simple and reli- 


able record could be kept by the in- 
spector of every barrel that he ex- 
amines, and with a little .detachable 
paster, he could attach to the inspected 
barrel the same figures that he placed 
on his record book. 
. 
If this plan were used as a basis for 


establishing brands there would be a 
great deal less, 
misunderstanding 


between-'the growers and the trade, 
and greater justice 'iu our system of 
pooling; yet we will probably have to 
use our present system of branding-for 
a few years longer; but if the several 
inspectors are required to keep a re- 
cord of each brand, it would soon be- 
come patent to the growers that all 
the berries of the United States that 
are entitled to brands.could be grouped 
under less than-18 brands. 
•' I propose to bring this, matter , up at 
our laext August meeting, for general 
discussion, and I will:be glad to .have 
the growers consider it thoroughly 
and be prepared to criticise it. It is 
onlv a preliminary step to a more just 
and scientific method of branding: 
berries, than the one now in :use.

The Color could be distinguished as 


light, medium and dark, and it would 
not be difficult to define what berries 
should be classed under each of these 
heads. 


The Form of the berries could be 


easily distinguished as round, oval, 
and long. The round berries should 
be made to include the so-called "Bell- 
berries" that aic large at one cud and 
small at the other, These Imvc no 
advantage over the round berries, and 
have always been classed with them 
under the name of "Hell and Cherry." 


While the true tvpe of oval berry is 


not verv extensively grown in Wis- 
consin, it is a form that is very pleas- 
ing to the eye, 
We have not many 


varieties of this form, that aic entirely 
true to OHS type, still the fruit that 
has a majority of its berries of this 
form could piopeily be classed as oval. 


We have a few distinctively long 


varieties, such as the Mathews and 
the Metiiltc Bell, and there Is enough 
of them grown in Wisconsin to make 
this characteristic a basis foi classi- 
fication. 


These several characteristics could 


be very conveniently indicated by the 
inspector on his record book by figures, 
The figure 2 in the lirst place at the 
lett could be used to represent small 
Si/,e, figure S to represent medium 
SUc, unil figure H to represent large 
SUe. 
While berries that were better 


than small, could be represented by 
the ligure 3, und berries less than 
medium by the ligure 4, and berries 
that were extra large might be re 
presented by the figure '>. 


In the same way the Color might be 


represented by figures in the second 
place from the left,—figure 2 meaning 
berries of a light color, ligure 5 mean- 
ing berries of medium color, and figure 
8 meaning berries of dark Color. 


The form of the berry could be in- 


dicated by figures in the third or last 
place. 
The figure 2 standing 
for 


round berries, the figure 5 standing1 
for oval berries, and the figure B for 
long berries. By using the figures 2-5 
and H to represent the three degrees of 
any quality it leaves the inspector the 
opportunity to shade the standards us 
each particular case may warrant.

In this way a very simple and reli- 


able record could be kept by the in- 
spector of every barrel that he ex- 
amines, and with a little detachable 
paster, he could attach to the inspected 
barrel the same figures that he placed 
on Ins record book. 


If this plan were used as a basis for 


establishing brands there would be a 
great deal less 
misunderstanding 


between'the growers and the trade, 
and greater justice in our system of 
pooling; yet we will probably have to 
use our present system of branding for 
a few years longer; but if the several 
inspectors are required to keep a re- 
cord of each brand, it would soon be- 
come patent to the growers that all 
the berries of the United States that 
are entitled to brand* could be grouped 
under less than 18 brands. 


I propone to bring thi* matter up at 


otif next August meeting, for general 
ellsciusion, and I will be tflad to have 
the growers consider it thoroughly 
and be prepared to criticise it. It is 
only a preliminary step to a more just 
and scientific method of branding 
berries, than the one now In uae.

The cyclopeun eye exists today in 


(-he brains of men in a rudimentary 
form, for In the pineal gland we find 
the last vestiges of that which was 
once a third eye and which looked out 
into the world, if not from the center 
of the forehead, at least from very 
near that point. There is olive today a 
little creature which would put to 
shame the one eyed arrogance and 
pride of Polyphemus and Arges and 
Brontes and Steropos and all the rest 
of the single eyed gentry who, in the 
days of myths and myth makers, in- 
habited the "fair Sicilian isle." 


The animal in question is a small 


lizard called Calotis. Its well develop- 
ed third-eye is situated In the top of 
its head and can be easily seen 
through tile modified and transparent 
scale which serves it as a cornea. 
Many other lacertilians have this third 
eye, though It is not so highly organ- 
ized as it Is in the species Just men- 
tioned. 
A tree lizard which is to be found in 


the mountains of east Tennessee and 
Kentucky has-.its third eye well de- 
veloped^ This little animal is called 
the "singing scorpion" by the moun- 
taineers. On dissection the thir.d eye 
will be found lying beneath the Bkin. 
It has a lens, retina and optic nerve.— 
New York Herald.

A leaf Is one of the most'beautiful 


things In nature, and It.'ls very won- 
derful to think that It owes Its lovely 
color to minute little living boBlea ;or 
cells of chlorophyll. This 'word'cornea 
from two'- Greek -ones, chloros, green, 
and -phullon. a leaf, and >Is used 'to 
describe the ordinary, coloring matter 
of Tegetatlon. 
The chlorophyll cells or granules 


absorb the light and heat of the'sun's 
rays and In some -marvelous way, 
which only scientists can -understand, 
^manufacture the sugar'-whlch' Is neces- 
sary for the life of the'tree Itself by 
combining-the carbonic acid gas of the 
atmosphere with, tbe water drawn In; 
by' its' roots. These : tiny cells are so 
•very small that as many as 400,000 
have been counted: in . a' square mllU-: 
meter of the leaf of-a castor oil plant,- 
and in order • that they: may come-In 
contact with as much! sunlight as-pos- 
sible tie leaf turns slightly on;lts stalk 
toward-the sun;

nature has placed them so that they 
form an almost perfect "light screen" 
and catch all the sunshine that there

wither and die and there would be no. 
green things left In the world—Lon- 
don Home Notes. 


The Secretary Bird. 


The long legged South African sec- 


retary birds travel In pairs, male'and 
female If disturbed or pursued'their 
pace is about as fast asfthat of a run- 
ning horse. They seldom use their 
wings and If compelled to do so can 
soar to a considerable height They 
build bulfcy nests, and where trees are 
to be had they select one fifty to a 
hundred feet,above the ground. Their 
nests are built of sticks and sods, lined 
with grass, and measure as much as 
five feet in diameter and three feet li 
thickness. As a rule only two eggs" are 
laid. 
Incubation takes six week* 


which Is done by the female. Ti« 
young have to remain In their nests 
several months before they can'stand 
on their long, slender legs, which are 
very <weafc and brittle. The youn» 
easily break, their legs if disturbed.—

back mid forth between the mouth and 
the tureen.

BEAUTIFUL LEAVES. 


And the Tiny Ctlls That Qlvo Them 


Th.lp Brilliant HUN. 


A leaf Is one of tho most beautiful 


things In nature, aud It la very won- 
derful to think that It owes its lovely 
color to minute little living bodlet or 
cells of chlorophyll. This word comet 
from two Greek ones, chloros, green, 
and phullon, a leaf, and Is used to 
describe the ordinary coloring matter 
of vegetation. 


The chlorophyll cells or granules 


absorb tho light and heat of tho sun's 
nays and in some marvelous way, 
which only scientists can understand, 
manufacture the sugar which Is necet- 
>ary for tho life of the tree itself by 
combining the carbonic acid gas of tht 
atmosphere with the water drawn in 
by Its roots. These tiny cells are to 
very small that as many as 400,000 
have been counted In a square milli- 
meter of the leaf of a castor oil plant, 
and In order that they may come in 
contact with as much sunlight as pot- 
slble the loaf turns slightly on Ita stalk 
toward the sun. 


If you notice the arrangement of tht 


leaves on a bough you will tee that 
nature has placed them so that they 
form an almost perfect "light screen" 
and catch all the sunshine that there 
is. If It were not for the constant 
work of these little chlorophyll cells 
the splendid trees lu our forests would 
wither and die and there would bo no. 
green things left in the world.—Lon- 
don Home Notes.

rotary birds travel in pain, male and 
female. If disturbed or pursued their 
pace Is about aa fast as,that of a run- 
ning hone.

PER ACRE. 


In an Interview with 
Mr. 
W. J. 


White, who has charge ot the Cana- 
dian government Immigration offices 
In tho United States, and who has re- 
cently madu an extended trip through 
tho provinces of .Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta in Western Canada. 
Me Bald that every point he visited 
ho was met with tbo one report, tmi- 
veraully good crops of wheat, oats 
und barley. There will this year be a 
much, increased 
acreage 
over 
last 


year. 
Many farmers, who had but 


one hundred acres last year, have in- 
creased their cultivated and aeeded 
acreage aw ranch as fifty per 
cent. 


V.'lth tho prospects as they are at 
present, this will mean from ?12 to 
J15 additional wealth to each. 
Ho 


BUW many largo fields running from 
•Mil to 1,000 acres in. extent and It ap- 
peared to him that there was not an 
acre ot tlil» but would yield from 20 
to 2D or 30 bushels o£ wheat per acre, 
while the oat prospects might safely 
bo estimated at from 40 to 70 bnahola 
per acre. 
In all parts of the wesc, 


whether it bo Manitoba, 'Saskatche- 
wan or Alberta, north and south, east 
and west, and la the districts wher 
lust year there was a partial failure 
of crops, the condition o£ all grain is 
unlvei'MUlly good nud claimed by most 
of the farmers to bo from orio to two 
weeks In advance- of any year for tlio 
past ten or twelve years. It does not 
Heem that there was a single foot of 
tho ground that wits properly seeded 
that would not produce. 


Thero are those throughout western 


Canada who predict that tbero will be 
:>IIO 000,000 bushels of wheat raised 
there this year, and If 
the 
present 


favorable conditions continue, Uiero 
does not seem any reason why these 
prophesies 
should, not 
como 
true. 


Thero 
Is yet 
a possibility of hot 


winds reducing tho quantity In some 
parts, but with the strongly rooted 
crops and the Btiftlciency oE precipita- 
tion that tho country has 
already 


been favored with, this probability Is 
reduced to a minimum. 


The prices ot farm lands 
at 
the 


present timo aro holding steady and 
Inndii cuu probably still be purchased 
at the price set this spring, ranging 
from ?15 to $20 per acre, but with a 
harvested crop, such atf ie expected, 
there is no rcnsou why these flame

J. W. Robertson Scott, an author of 


books dealing with poultry matters, is 
organizing the great event, and a com- 
mittee of 12 Dunmow men has been 
appointed to select 
the jury. 
Mr. 


Scott points out that the idea of the 
competition originated in the fact, 
long noticed by poultry keepers, that 
young cockerels 
which crowed the 


most developed into the most vigor- 
ous birds. 


"In Belgium, and east Germany," he 


continues, "the poultry fanciers have
